Continuing discussion of the above subject, let us consider in a little 
more detail some of the many duplications in services on the part of the, 
Federal and Provincial Governments. ‘ re 

First, agriculture. Both Governments maintain ,experimental farms or) 
, experiment, illustration or demonstration stations, forestry farms, etc. This 
work should be confined exclusively either to the Dominion or to the Prov- 
inces, and, as cond'tions vary 80 greatly as between the provinces, this class 
of work might well be left to them. The Dominion Department of Agriculture | 
might well confine its efforts to establishing and maintaining standards or | 
Weight and quality of all agricultural and allied products, safeguarding the} 
health of animals, preventing the introduction of diseased animals, impure 
seed, and infected tree »nd plant life from abroad. Responsible for the fix- 
ing and maintaining of standards of quality, the Dominion would likewise be 
responsible for promoting the sale of these high standard products in the 
markets of the world. Let the provinces look after the educational and pro- 
duction end, and the Dominion the maintenance of uniform Canadian stand- 
ards and the development of our export markets for these uniformly high 
quality products irrespective of province in which they are produced: 

Public health. Here, too, the Dominion might well confine its work to 
safeguarding the health of all through -the prevention of disease resulting 
from disease-afflicted people entering the country, while leaving to the 
provinces the general work of health education among its people, health in- 
spéction and disease prevention. And just as the prairie provinces now pay | 
the Dominion for police services, so the Dominion might pay the provinces. 
for carrying on the necessary health work among the Indian wards of the 
nation. The Federal Department of Health could thus be done away with, | 
and the work performed through the Immigration Department on the one 
hand and the Provincial Departments of Public Health on the other hand. 

Then there is that most prolific source of friction between Federal and | 
Provincial Governments, namely, company incorporation, company law, in- | 
spection, taxation, etc. Hardly a year passes that there is not some refer- 
ence before the courts to settle the respective jurisdiction of Federal. and 
provincial authorities in regard to these subjects, There is also the heart- 
burning issue where provincial governments through local government 
boards, utility commissions, or some similar body, seek to protect their peo- 
ple from irresponsible, not to say dishonest, company promoters and high 
pressure stock salesmen, but whose best efforts are brought to naught be- 
cause such companies by obtaining Dominion rather than provincial ‘incor- | 
poration can defy the provinces. . 

It would seem ag if all company incorporation should be Dominion, rath-' 
er than partly Dominion and partly provincial. Then any company could do 
business in any or all the provinces, If some company desired to engage in a! 
purely local business, its incorporation fee might be made smaller, and its 
charter so restricted, if desirable, but if all company incorporation was vest-

This is surely worthy of consideration. In the meantime, however, 
with both Federal and Provincial Governments levying taxes upon income, 
and with both governments maintaining income tax departments for the 


levying and collection of such taxes, is it not possible to eliminate the waste | 


of taxpayers’ money resulting from such duplication of departments by some 
arrangement whereby either the Dominion would collect for the provinces, or 
the provinces when collecting their taxes would likewise make collection for 
the Dominion? Whichever body was saved the expense might pay to the 


other a percentage fee on the money collected for it, Not only would the | 


money now wasted in duplication of collecting agencies be saved, but the 
public would be relieved of much annoyance and the necessity of filing 
duplicate sets of returns and calculations. 

Furthermore, surely it is high time a stop was put to such practices as 
the one introduced itn the recent budget at Ottawa whereby the Dominion 
imposes a tax on businesses conducted by provincial governments. The 
recent budget imposes a tax of five cents on every long distance telephone 
call. This really means an increase of that amount in long distance tele- 
phone tolls, which business in these prairie provinces is the exclusively busi- 
ness of the provincial govenments. If that additional sum is to be extracted 
from the patrons of the long distance lines, then it should accrue to the 
provincial governments, and not to the Dominion. But the Dominion steps in 
and imposes this tax on provincially-owned public utilities, and even throws 
additional expense upon the provinces to collect the tax, and do the addition- 
al bookkeeping and accounting work which it will entail. This is most 
illogical and unfair. It would be just as reasonable for the provinces, if they 


had the power, to impose a tax upon the business transacted by the post | 


office department. 


So, in conclusion, we would again emphasize the view expressed in a 


previous article in this column, namely, that it is expedient that a confer- 


ence of all the provinces with the Dominjon be held with a view to amending | 


the B.N.A. Act, removing therefrom the many causes of dispute between 
the Federal authority on the one hand and the provinces on the other. more 
definitely defining the spheres of control of each, and clarifying their 
respective fields of taxation.

Impressive Economy Record Estab- 

lished For Year 1931 

Figures upon the operation of the 
Canadian National Railways for the 
year 1931 indicate that an impressive 
economy record was established in 
the face of heavily declining revenue. 
The operating revenue for the year 
reached $177,278,700, as compared 
with $221,770,445 for the preceding 
year, a decrease of about 20 per cent. 
Net operating expenses were $169,- 
688,000 as against . $195,259,507 for 
1980, a decrease of 18 per cent. The 
system, therefore, exclusive of the 
lines operating under the Maritime 
Freight Rates Act, will show an op- 
erating surplis of about $7,585,700 
for 1981. This, of course, is a very 
slight help toward paying the enor- 
mous burden of interest on capital in- 
vestment, but it is at least-an oper- 
ating profit. 

The really encouraging thing about 
the report from Montreal, however, is 
that while freight traffic revenue 
dropped about 16 per cent., operations 
were so arranged that the gross ton- 
nage carried on each freight train op- 
erated was maintained and slightly 
increased. Speed of operation was 
increased and fuel consumption de- 
creased. Passenger train service mile- 
age operated was 25 per cent. less in 
December, 1931, than in December, 
1930, and 29 per cent. less than in 
December, 1928, but locomotives were 
kept up to the usual average, and “‘on 
time” performance for the year set a 
new high record. 

These figures indicate that the ef- 
ficiecy of the system is being improv- 
ed in the time of adversity, and with 
an increase in freight and passenger 
traffic, such as may be expected with 
a@ gradual return to normal condi- 
tions, the relation of operating net 
revenue to overhead cost should be 
greatly improved.—D. P. C.in The 
Border Cities. Star, 


. Russian Wheat 


Has Now Almost Entirely Disappear- 
ed From the British Market 

Official trade returns issued recent- 

ly revealed that Russian wheat has 
almost passed from the British mar- 
ket. 

Wheat importations from Soviet 
Russia during the month of March 
totalled 10,227 hundredweights of 112 
pounds each, compared with a total of 
1,981,908 hundredweights in March of 
1931. 

Canada, Australia and the Argen- 
tine all benefited by this tremendous 
decline in Russian imports. Imports 
from Canada increased from 1,982,- 
913 hundredweights in March, 1931, 
to 2,480,228 in March this year. Aus- 
tralian wheat increased from 2,639,- 
694 to 8,599,757; Argentine wheat 
from 2,415,645 to 3,677,248.

Parliament, 
however, requested that this action 
be deferred for the present: year, so 
that the grades will not be disturbed 
for another 12 months at least. 

The chief antagonism against Gar- 
net came from the Canadian millers, 
Mr. Ramsay told the committee. 
Their pejudice was due to the yellow- 


‘ish tinge of the flour and not to any 


inferiority in qualities. Foreign mil- 
lers had found it satisfactory, Also, 
Canadian millers did not wish to buy 
a No. 2 Northern, in which grade Gar- 
net had been put. Asked by W. R. 
Motherwell (Liberal, Melville), if the 
real reason for this antagonism might 
not be that the Canadian millers did 
not- want: to incur the expense that 
might be entailed in adjusting their 
machinery to grind Garnet, Mr. Ram- 
say believed.this to be a factor., 


Of 276,000,000 bushels of wheat, 


produced last year Garnet totalled 
45,000,000, thus indicating the 
popularity of this variety in the west. 

Mr. Ramsay urged that blending 
Garnet with other varieties should be 
scientific and not haphazard. The 
high quality of Canadian wheat must 
be maintained, for the Canadian in- 
spection certificate was the only one 
accepted in England at its face value. 

He thought that if foreign import- 
ers wanted Garnet, they should know 
they were getting that variety. At 
present, they did not know what they 
were getting inasmuch as shipments 
were made only on the basis of No. 2 
Northern. These might contain 10 
per cent, Garnet, or 80 per cent. 


- New Gold Mines . 


Rich Areas Are Reported In North- 
ern Manitoba 

New gold mines will be discovered 
and developed in Manitoba, predicted 
J. F. Wright, of the Geological Sur- 
vey, in a paper delivered before the 
annual convention of the Canadian 
Institute of Mining and Metallurgy 
in session in Montreal. 

Dr. Wright, who has devoted a 
great deal of his time in recent years 


’ to examination of mineral areas in 


Manitoba, referred particularly to 
the areas about Island Gods and Ox- 
ford Lakes as new ground offering in- 
teresting possibilities to the prospec- 
tor, These areas, formerly inaccessi- 
ble, can now be reached by airplane, 
he stated, and have already yielded 
some promising prospects which he 
described in some detail. 

Practical suggestions and instruc- 
tion to the prospector were contain- 
ed in Dr. Wright’s paper calculated 
to direct his efforts into the most pro- 
ductive channels. 

Present evidence, concluded Dr. 
Wright, points towards interesting 
possibilities in the neighborhood of 
the three lakes mentioned. They are 
located about 150 miles east of the 
northern end of Lake Winnipeg.

Those who do rot expect to travel 
between London and Edinburgh next 
May may see in Chicago the “Flying 
Scot,” fasiest train in the world. The

Turner Valley Oil Field 


Sufficient Reserve To Supply Calgary 
With Gas For Next 20 Years. 

If the wells of the Turner Valley 
oil fidld, about 45 miles from Calgary, 
were properly and efficiently operated, 
their output would be sufficient to 
serve the City of Calgary with illum- 
inating and heating gas for about 20 
years. 

This statement was given the House 
of Commons committee of banking 
and commerce investigating the al- 
leged high price of gasoline in Can- 
ada by Oliver Hopkins, head of the 
geological department of the Imperial 
Oil Company. He had been called, 
at the suggestion of Dr. G. D. Stan- 
ley (Cons., Calgary East), to describe 
the Turner Valley situation and its 
relative position to the gasoline in- 
dustry of Canada. 

Legislation passed recently by the 
Alberta Government with a view to 
conserving the output of the wells, 
had materially reduced the production 
of crude uaphtha, which was a con- 
stituent of gasoline. Consequently, 
the Imperial Oil Company had reduc- 
ed its production of crude naphtha

| the production of the whole field was 
1,364,584 barrels of crude naphtha, of 
which the Imperial Oil proportion was 
| 894,531, and in 1981 the total produc- 
tion was 1,372,625, of which the Im- 
perial Oil proportion was 641,039. 

In August, 1931, it cost the. Im- 
perial Oil Company 8.91 cents for 
a gallon of crude clear naphtha from 
the wells, and 8.23 cents a gallon 
of crude discolored naphtha. It cost 
35 cents a barrel. to transport from 
the field to Calgary. 

Only & small amount of crude oil 
was produced in the Valley, approxi- 
mately 150 barrels of crude oil a day. 

“As I understand it, it is cheap- 
er for a Regina refinery to purchase 
crude oil from the mid-continent field 
around Oklahoma than from Calgary, 
due to high freight rates,” declared 
Mr. Hopkins. 


The Wheat Bonus 


Over $11,000,000 Distributed At a 
Cost Of $107,000 


The cost of administering the | 


wheat bonus of five cents a bushel 
last year was $107,000, H. H. Stev- 
ens, Minister of Trade and Commerce, 
told the House of Commons, In com- 
mittee of supply the House was con- 
sidering an estimate of $2,400,000 for 
the Canada Grain Act. The appropri- 
ation represented a reduction of 
$331,000 from the sum voted last 
year. ‘ 

More than 3,000,000 cheques had to 
be mailed out to the farmers receiv- 
ing the bounty, he said. The bonus 
itself was more than $11,000,000 last 
year. 

The bonus was administered by the 
Board of Grain Commissioners, and 
the $107,000, taken up with adminis- 
tration costs, represented one per 
cent of the moneys applied.

As To Origin Of Term “90” Used By 
Newspaper Mon 


To anyone who ever worked for a 
hewspaper or wire service the num- 
ber "30" has a special meaning. At 
the bottom of a page of editorial copy 
it indicates the end of the piece. Most 
frequently it is encountered in tele- 
graph reports, Years of use have 
made it a symbol to be woven into 
obituaries and floral offerings for de- 
ceased brethren of the Press. But 
whence came the term?

Prepare For Phenomenon 


Scientists Will Observe Total Eclipse | 
Of Sun In August 

Scientific circles in Montreal are 
going ahead with preparations for 
the approaching total eclipse of the 
sun. On August 31 a dark shadow 
100 miles wide will fall over the 
peaceful Quebec countryside, touching 
Montreal briefly. Eminent scientists 
from the United States and England 
will join Canadian physicists to study 
the phenomenon. 

Telescopes and cameras will be 
poised on the roof of McGill Univer- 
sity physics building to catch the 
black disc sliding in front of the sun. 
At Pierreville and Magog other par- 
ties of scientists will lie in wait for 
the eclipse in the centre line of the 
black path. Like a dark ghost, the 
shadow will creep over the country at 
a speed of half a mile a second. The 
sclipse will last about 100 seconds. 

It will be the only chance for pres- 
ent-day Quebec citizens to see a total 
eclipse. In fact it will be August 21, 
2007, before another total eclipse of 
any scientific importance is observed 
on this continent... 

Problems in relation to radio trans- 
mission and reception are involved in 
this study of the eclipse phenomenon.

Balance Of $53,000,000 | 

Ordinary expenditures in 1081-32 
Were $19,.00,000 less than estimated, 
totalling $378,700,000. 

Ordinary fevenues, greatly reduced 
by reason of lower yield from taxa- 
tion, were $327,700,000. 

Deficit on ordinary account, 1931- 
32, $51,000,000. 

Expenditures not provided from in- 
come;—-Special (net), including un- 
employment and farm relief, $48,000,- 
000; capital, $16,900,000; loans (non- 
active),  $3,800,000—resulting = in- 
crease of debt, $119,500,000,

Government ended year with cash

Estimated expenditure, ordinary

Todized Salt 
Research Council Advocates fodine 
Survey Of Food and Water 


Supplies 

In the opinion of the Associate 
Committee on Todized Salt, an advis- 
ory body of Canadian experts creat- 
ed by tho National Research Council 
at the suggestion of the Canadian 
| Medical Association and the Canadian 
Chemical Association, the widespread 
| sale of endocrine preparations con- 
taining thyroid is inadvisable from 
| the standpoint of public health, ex- 


| cept under a doctor's prescription, 


the treatment of goitre and obesity 
| cases should not be permitted. 

The method of administering iodine 
in table salt is satisfactory but the 
proportion of fodide now used in 
jodized salt in Canada, one part in 
10,000, is 
part of sodium or potassium iodide in 
200,000 would be sufficint and one 
part in 100,000 would be satisfactory 
as a maximum. 

The committee suggests that if an 
iodine survey of food and water sup- 
plies in Canada is to be carried out, 
it should be undertaken by a national 
body such as the National Research 
Council. Consultation with the manu- 
facturers of iodized salt by the Na- 
tional Research Council and the 
organization of research in association 
with the manufacturers was recom- 
mended. 

A suvey indicated that the sale in 
Canada of iodized salt is increasing, 
especially in the areas where goitre 
is prevalent. In these districts more 
jodized salt than free running salt 
is sold. According to the available 
statistics (not regarded by the Com- 
mittee as complete), goitre is prac- 
tically absent in Nova Scotia dhd 
New Brunswick and quite uncommon 
in Quebec. In Ontario its prevalence 
is quite noticeable at Kingston, in- 
creases about the Muskoka district 
and in the vicinity of Windsor, still 
increases from North Bay to Coch- 
rane and from Sudbury to Sault Ste. 
Marie, then diminishes again at Port 
Arthur and Fort William. It has also 
been found to be prevalent in Sas- 
katchewan in the vicinity of Prince 
Albert, while in Alberta and British 
Columbia it diminishes again, partic- 
ularly at the coast. The Committee 
has expressed its interest in the iodine 
survey of Alberta carried on by Dr. 
O. J. Walker, of the University of 
Alberta.

| Many references at gatherings in 
Canada and the United States. are 
made to the “4,000 miles of undefend- 
ed boundary” between the two coun- 
tries. As a matter of fact the boun- 
dary is 5,500 miles in length, of 
which 3,100 miles are land boundary 
and 2,400 miles are water boundary. 
The land boundary is marked by 5,- 
483 monuments and a vista cut 
through the woods in all forest cov- 
ered areas; the water botindary is 
identified by 2,530 reference marks. 

The monuments used in the several 
sections of the boundary are of sever- 
al types and of different materials. In 
the mountains of Alaska and British 
Columbia hollow monuments of alu- 
minum bronzé are used; on the more 
accessible parts of the land boundary, 
| the monuments are of cast iron, gran- 
ite and concrete. Along the larger 
| waterways the reference monuménts 
are chiefly of concrete, and along the 
| narrower waterways small sol'd alu- 
minum bronze marks serve to mark 
the international boundary. Where 
necessary, monuments of a_ special 
type are used, for example, the Gulf 
of Georgia, the first course of the 
water boundary, which is eleven miles 
in length, is ranged by steel towers 
carrying lights. The offshore tower 
in this cage is sixty feet high. 

Partly due to physical characteris- 
tics, partly for historical reasons, and 
partly for convenience, the interna- 
tional boundary has been divided into 
eight sections. These sections are: 
(1) The Atlantic Ocean to the 
source of the St. Croix River; (2) 
the source of the St. Croix River to 
the St, Lawrence River; (8) the St. 
Lawrence River and Great Lakes: (4) 
Lake Superior to Lake of the Woods; 
(5) the 49th parallel from Lake of 
the Woods to the Gulf of Georgia; 
(6) the Gulf of Georgia and Straits 
of Haro and Juan de Fuca to the 
Pacific Ocean; (7) Dixon Entrance 
to Mount St. Elias; (8) 141st Meri- 
dian from Mount St. Elias to the Arc- 
tic Ocean. 

The boundary between Canada and 
the United States comes under the 
jurisdiction and administration of the 
International Boundary Commission. 
This Commission consists of two 
Commissioners, one representing Can- 
ada and one the United States. They 
are guided by five international treat- 
ies. 

There is no other boundary in the 
world of such length on which no 
gun or armament is to be found. 


Alberta’s Income Tax 


Province Expecta To Derive Over 
Million In Revenue 

Even office boys and clerks earning 
$15 a week will contribute to the 
treasury of the Alberta Government 
through the income tax which is ex- 
pected to net $1,374,000 in revenue. 
Returns on 1931 incomes must be 
made by May. 

Everyone earning $15 a week who 
is unmarried will pay a $3 filing fee 
plus a 30-cent tax. Married persons 
with no dependents will pay the $3 
base tax and 60 cents income tax on 
income of $30 a week. 

Exemptions for single persons are 
$750 and for married persons $1,500. 

Only single persons earning $30 a 
week or more will be liable under 
both the Alberta and Dominion In- 
come Taxes, with those earning that 
amount paying $11.10 to the province 
and $7.20 to the Dominion. Married 
persons’ must earn $50 a week or 
more to be liable under both taxes, 
the amount of the taxes on that sal- 
ary being $14 to the province and $4 
to the Dominion.

Canada Expends $704,912,472 But 
Receives Only $26,682,246 

The Secretay of State laid on the 
table of the House of Commons re- 
cently a statement which disclosed 
that, although Canada has received 
from Germany, as reparations under 
the provisions of the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles, sums aggregating $26,682,- 
246, the Government of Canada has 
paid out in respect of the services. of 
whith reparations were receivable 
sums aggregating $704,912,472, as 
follows: 

Paid by Canada on reports of Cana- 
dian Reparation Commissioners, $8,- 
084,069; paid by Canada as pensions, 
and compensation in the nature of 
pensions, $562,178,569; paid by Can- 
ada as assistance to families and de- 
pendents of persons serving with the 
military and naval forces, $134,641,- 
823; total, $704,912,472. 

The return clearly indicates that 
the amount received from Germany 
covers less than 4 per cent. of the 
aggregate expenditures of the Govern. 
ment of Canada in respect of which 
reparations were payable by Germany 
under the original terms of the Treaty 
of Versailles.

Real Estate In Paris 


Is Worth Only Half That of New 
York 

The first estimates published for 
five years as to the real estate value 
of the city of Paris, writes a .corres- 
pondent of the Christian Science 
Monitor, have just been issued, Paris, 
according to these figures, is worth 
208,000,000,000 francs—$8,820,000,000 
—and this amount does not include 
the cathedral of Notre Dame and its 
grounds. Paris, according to these es- 
timates, is worth only about half as 
much as Manhattan, whose value is 
estimated to be around $20,000,000,- 
000. . 

Property belonging to the French 
Government amounts to about 80,- 
000,000,000 francs and includes, 
among other buildings, the Concier- 
gerie, the prison of Maria Antoinette, 
which is said to be the oldest state- 
owned building and is valued at 25,- 
000,000 francs; eighty-two churches; 
museums, such as the Louvre, which 
is valued at 5,000,000,000 francs; the 
Bibliotheque Nationale, the Elysee 
Palace, the official residence of the 
Presidents of Fance; the College of 
France, and many others. 

The Prefecture of the Seine also 
owns property to the value of 80,- 
000,000,000 francs, and this includes 
the Palais de Justice, which is esti- 
mated at 90,000,000 francs; the Tri- 
bunal de Commerce, and the Prefec- 
ture itself, 


Two Years To Finish 


Work On Vimy Memorial Is Nearing 
Completion 

With the expected completion of 
three-quarters of a mile of roads 
around ‘the Vimy memorial this sum- 
mer, work on this magnificent monu- 
ment to the thousands of Canadians 
who lost their lives on the famous 
ridge during the Great War is grad- 
ually nearing completion, Brig.-Gen. 
H. T. Hughes, of Victoria, B.C., chief 
engineer of the Canadian Battlefields 
Memorial Commission, said on depar- 
ture for Europe aboard the Canadian 
Pacific liner “Melita.” “The massive 
pylons, reaching 130 feet, have yet to 
be finished and there is much delicate 
sculptural work to be dane, so it is 
not anticipated that the memorial will 
be ready for inauguration for about 
two years,” Brig.-Gen. Hughes con- 
tinued. 

When the roads are completed, 
Brig.-Gen. Hughes’ work as chief en- 
gineer of the commission will be prac- 
tically over, after an association of 
fifteen years with the commission.

Income Tax Collecting 


$744,000,000 Collected By Federal 
Government In 14 Years 

In the 14 years the income tax has 
been in effect approximately $744,-

These were points of interest in a 
recent broadcast by C. 8S. Walters, 
commissioner of income tax, Ottawa, 
on the Dominion Income Tax. 

The average yearly income tax for 
the first 13 years was more than $52,- 
000,000, while the collection for the 
last fiscal year will total more than 
$61,000,000. 

Last year about 20 per cent, of the 
total revenue of Canada was raised 
by the income tax, Mr. Walters said.

Law Trials Are Costly 


Double-Fee Practice Still In Use In 
Enghnd 

Going to law is a costly business in 
Britain, so expensive, that the sand- 
wich board man parading before the 
high court building each morning ad- 
vising the public on behalf of a so- 
ciety hiring him to arbitrate rather 
than sue often does a rushing busi- 
ness with his warning pamphlets.
